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J.  HARTLEY  MANNERS 


THE  art  of  the  drama  has  advanced  greatly  within  the 
last  twenty  years.  A  new  set  of  playwrights  lias 
sprung  up  with  fresh  ideas  and  novel  methods  of 
presentation.  Even  during  the  life  time  of  those 
dramatists  who  are  now  writing,  conditions  have 
changed  so  much  that  the  results  of  their  earlier  ef- 
forts are  almost  the  reverse  of  those  of  their  later 
ays.  The  change  in  the  nature  of  plays  and  dramatic  ability 
m  be  illustrated  in  no  instance  more  than  in  a  study  of  the  life 
id  plays  of  J.  Hartley  Manners. 

This  talented  playwright,  of  Irish  extraction,  gained 
s  first  insight  into  the  conditions  of  the  stage  as  an  actor  in 
ngland.  Later  he  came  to  America  to  act,  but  soon  wrote  plays 
-clusively.  His  first  dramas  were  not  of  a  nature  to  call  atten- 
on  to  his  name.  Yet  because  of  the  experience  gained  in  writing* 
ese  plays,  he  gradually  attained  a  place  of  distinction  among 
aywrights.  ''Peg  o'  my  Heart"  was  the  play  that  definitely 
ive  him  a  position  among  leading  American  dramatists.  Its 
'eat  success  made  it  almost  impossible  that  any  dramatic  pro- 
ict  of  his  should  fail.  Since  then  he  has  written  many  plays 
'aling  with  various  subjects  which  were  so  enthusiastically  re- 
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reived  that  today  he  is  one  of  the  most  affluent  of  America 
dramatists. 

The  first  of  his  earliest  efforts  to  be  received  with  favorab! 
comment  was  "The  House  Next  Door".  Yet  in  this  play  thei 
is  no  evidence  which  would  point  out  the  future  greatness  of  tl:! 
author.  It  merely  narrates  the  difficulties  which  Lord  Cotswol 
a  thoroughbred  aristocrat,  has  in  trying  to  prevent  the  marria^ 
of  his  son  and  daughter  to  the  daughter  and  son  of  the  Jacobson 
a  Jewish  family  next  door.  The  first  act  opens  by  showing  Loi 
Cotswold  petulantly  raving  against  all  Jews  but  especial] 
against  the  Jacobsons,  who  hold  a  mortgage  on  his  estate.  H 
son  defiantly  states  that  he  will  marry  the  Jewess  with  or  withoi 
the  consent  of  his  parents.  His  daughter  however  is  compelled  1 
forego  her  Jewish  admirer  for  the  time.  In  the  third  act  tl 
stern  aristocrat  has  his  eyes  opened  to  the  fact  that  Jews  a] 
human  after  all.  He  finds  that  Jacobson  could  have  foreclose 
the  mortgage  for  some  time  back,  but,  out  of  kindly  feeling  f< 
his  neighbor,  had  not  taken  the  step.  When  Jacobson  furtb 
wants  to  apologize  for  having  insulted  the  Lord  when  in  reah 
Cotswold  had  insulted  Jacobson,  the  barriers  of  pride  and  col 
ness  are  broken  down  and  peace  results  between  the  two  familk 

The  play  is  simply  an  adaptation  of  a  German  drama,  ai 
M  r.  Manners  cannot  have  the  credit  of  originating  the  plot.  I 
deserves  praise,  however,  for  arranging  his  material  in  su 
a  way  that  it  had  a  year's  run  on  Broadway  in  spite  of  the  u 
reasonable  prejudice  against  the  Jew.  The  lives  of  the  arr 
gant  aristocrats  are  contrasted  with  those  of  the  really  admiral:- 
and  progressive  members  of  the  middle-class.  The  Jew  has  be<i 
tremendously  handicapped  because  of  his  race  and  poverty  b 
lie  lias  risen  to  such  a  position  through  his  industry  and  chari 
that  he  is  to  be  dubbed  a  Lord. 

The  blooded  aristocrat  complains  because  by  his  own  folf 
lie  has  wasted  the  substance1  left  him  and  yet  because  of  his  hi;* 
hiit  h  ho  thinks  himself  superior  to  fellow  human  beings  who  ha ! 
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i  lined  distinction  by  their  own  unaided  efforts.  The  action 
,  he  play  takes  place  in  England,  not  only  because  the  author 
i  iself  had  come  from  that  country  and  was  well  acquainted  with 

I  people  whom  he  was  portraying  but  because,  in  1910,  a  piny 
Ich  had  a  setting  in  a  foreign  land  had  a  much  better  chance  of 
nceeding  than  one  with  a  strictly  American  atmosphere.  The 
Lericans  of  that  day  aped  the  foreigner  although  today  a  great 
rl  of  this  admiration  has  died  down.    At  the  present  time  there 

fewer  European  plays  on  the  stage  than  ever  before. 
i  Several  other  .dramas  followed  until  finally  came  the  play, 

eg  o'  my  Heart",  which  gave  him  recognition  as  a  rising 

matist.  The  difficulty  of  judging  of  the  probable  success  or 
rure  of  a  drama  by  merely  reading  it  can  be  shown  in  the  his- 
cy  of  this  play.  The  manuscript  was  submitted  to  George 
■  ran  for  approval  but  he  rejected  it.  Without  making  any 
Inge  it  was  presented  to  another  producer  who  accepted  it  and 
la  followed  one  of  the  longest  runs  of  any  play  of  its  time,  six 
riisand  nights  in  this  country  and  four  thousand  in  London. 
The  plot  is  very  simple.    Ethel  Chicester,  the  spoiled  daugh- 

of  an  impoverished  aristocratic  family,  tells  Brent,  a  married 

I I  who  is  making  love  tq  her,  that  some  day  she  might  get 
i|d  of  her  uneventful  life  and  long  for  adventure  with  him.  In- 
dus home  comes  a  poor  cousin,  Peg,  a  sweet,  winsome,  typical 
r;lh  colleen.  The  play  then  shows  how  disagreeable  to  this  girl 
v-ie  highly  artificial  and  unnatural  life  of  her  relatives.  Her  lot 
flpmes  less  unbearable  however  when  she  falls  in  love  with 
iry,  a  young  nobleman.  When  Ethel  is  on  the  verge  of  (doping 
•l  Brent,  Peg  discovers  it  and  checks  her  foolish  resolve.    The 

I  e  of  the  play  is  rather  artificial.     Jerry  wants  to  make  Peg 
i  wife  but  she  refuses  because  of  her  lowly  rank.    Out  of  sheer 
i;iist  for  the  Chicester  family  she  finally  leaves  during  a  storm. 
'  htning  flashes  in  the  sky  as  she  fearfully  sets  out.     She  re 
I  jrs  the  house  and  meeting  Jerry  admits  that  she  loves  him. 
The  play  is  not  distinguished  by  wonderful  ingenuity  of  plot

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or  any  great  complication.    The  paramount  impression  that  t  j 
audience  takes  away  is  the  quaint  character  of  Peg.    She  len| 
the  whole  charm  to  the  play, 
disposition  alone.    The  successful 
to  the  fact  that  the  actress  assuming  the  role  of  Peg,  Ml 
Laurette  Taylor,  gave  an  unusual  character  deliniation.     Bt 
other  actresses  taking  the  part  later  have  not  diminished  t 
popularity  of  the  play. 

One  of  Manner's  next  plays  was  weaker  in  plot,  yet,  becan 
of  its  subject  matter,  it  became  a  great  success.  In  the  early  da 
of  the  World  War,  everyone  was  intensely  interested  in  the  i 
ports  of  the  fighting,  although  America  had  not  as  yet  been  i- 
volved.  Receiving  some  first-hand  information  of  conditio  s 
Hartley  Manners  wrote  and  produced  a  war  play  within  for 
weeks.  In  the  first  act  of  that  new  production  we  were  introduc  I 
to  Anna,  a  little  Cockney  girl,  radiating  so  much  patriotism  tit 
she  causes  her  sister  to  enter  a  munition  factory  and  her  broth* 
to  join  the  army.  Because  of  her  appealing  entreaties  she  hersJf 
is  allowed  to  go  to  France  as  a  nurse.  There  she  is  shown  che<- 
ing  the  wounded  soldiers  of  the  allied  nations  and  helping  to  ma  j 
them  comfortable.  In  a  pathetic  scene,  her  sweetheart  is  brous.t 
in  wounded  and  dies.  The  third  shows  the  members  of  Anni 
family  discussing  her  exploits  with  pride.  In  the  distance  Am 
is  making  a  recruiting  speech  at  the  base  of  the  Nelson  statue. 

The  play  was  the  most  popular  war  production  of  the  tin . 
Yet  it  cannot  be  classed  as  a  true  drama  for  it  has  very  little  pi . 
It  can  best  be  described  as  three  separate,  vivid  pictures  of  t ' 
war.  Atmosphere  alone  made  it  successful.  The  third  it 
is  very  weak  even  considered  as  a  picture.  The  main  characjr 
is  in  the  distance  making  a  recruiting  speech  while  minor  chap- 
ters hold  the  stage.  The  result  is  that  the  last  act  does  not 
tain  the  attention  of  the  hearers. 

The  ability  of  Mr.  Manners  as  a  master  of  technique  can  b 
be  shown  in  his  next  play,  "  Wreckage. ' '    This  drama  of  purp(t 
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epicts  the  regeneration  of  a  drug'  fiend.  Dr.  Lanfear,  a  young 
)ecialist  in  drug  cases,  receives  as  a  charity  patient,  an  addict, 
ho  turns  out  to  be  his  father.  In  a  very  stormy  scene  the  father 
f  the  doctor's  fiancee,  seeing  the  degraded  position  and  learning 
ie  identity  of  the  patient,  causes  his  daughter  to  break  off  her 
igagement.  Each  of  the  three  acts  shows  the  drug  fiend  in  a 
ifTerent  stage  of  the  habit.  After  several  relapses  he  is  finally 
ued  due  to  the  doctor's  efficacious  method  of  treatment.  Not 
illing  to  be  dictated  to  by  her  father  any  longer  the  girl  flees  to 
he  doctor's  office  followed  closely  by  her  father  and  mother. 
here  the  old  man  finally  relents  when  confronted  with  the 
Actor's  father  now  completely  cured  and  when  his  own  wife  cou- 
rses that  she  herself  had  once  been  addicted  to  drugs  but  had 
so  conquered  the  habit.  During  the  course  of  the  play  many 
rils  are  pointed  out  in  connection  with  the  use  and  distribution 
'  drugs.  This  gives  to  it  the  character  of  a  play  with  a  purpose, 
proaganda  play.    It  presents  a  hopeful  message. 

( )n  this  account,  possibly  it  may  be  said  that  the  play  does 
)t  possess  the  universal  appeal  that  the  best  dramas  contain 
nee  it  will  only  attain  to  success  at  a  time  when  there  is  an 
'tire  interest  in  the  cure  of  addicts.  Nevertheless  Hartley 
aimers  has  found  enough  material  in  the  drug  habit  to  make 
1  interesting  and  inspiring  play. 

Strange  as  it  may  seem,  any  account  of  Hartley  Manners 
ould  be  incomplete  without  proper  notice  given  to  his  wife.  All 
s  later  plays  have  been  written  with  the  intention  that  she 
;sume  the  title  role,  though  it  must  not  be  thought  that  the 
aywright  has  been  hampered  by  creating  roles  which  are 
ited  to  Laurette  Taylor's  particular  abilities.  She  has  played 
e  part  of  an  English  mother,  an  Irish  colleen,  a  Cockney  lass. 
i  American  girl,  and  a  mystic  lady  with  a  foreign  accent.  Yd 
Le  has  experienced  no  difficulty  in  interpreting  successfully  any 
te  of  these  diverse  characters.  Her  first  entrance  into  the 
'amatist's  life  was  when  he  secured  her  services  to  portray  the 
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part  of  Peg.  Her  early  professional  career  paralleled  his,  f< 
she  too  started  by  playing  parts  in  current  melo-dramatic  play 
After  the  success  of  "Peg  o'  my  Heart",  the  actress  and  pla 
wright  were  married.  Ever  since  then  no  play  to  which  bo 
have  contributed  has  been  a  failure. 

Hartley  Manners  is  a  typical  American  playwright.  Li] 
many  present-day  dramatic  authors  he  served  an  apprenticesh 
as  an  actor  learning  the  fundamental  principles  of  the  theatric 
business  from  personal  work  and  observation.  And  ever  sin 
prestige  was  added  to  his  name  by  his  great  success,  "Peg  o'  n 
Heart",  every  new  play  issuing  from  his  pen  has  found  favor.

dOTHER  (With  condescension).  Well  Jack  is  a  nice  boy  and 
deserves  to  get  ahead. 

JLARICE  (In  ecstasy).  Won't  it  be  grand  when  Jack  is  pro- 
moted to  manager  of  the  company?  (This  said  in  a  pro- 
phetic tone). 

TOTHER  (Selecting  a  volume  from  table  and  settling  her  sell 
in  rocker).  Poor  child !  That's  the  way  with  young  people  ; 
always  worrying  about  money. 
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CLARICE  {Hurriedly).  They'll  be  back  directly.  Be  sure  tc 
call  me  when  Jack  and  Mr.  Aldis  arrive.  (Hurries  of) 
stage,  right). 

MOTHEK  {Deeply  absorbed  in  novel).     I  will. 

After  short  interval  door  bell  rings,  left.    Mrs.  Gage  answer* 

call  at  same  time  calling  daughter.    Enter  Hobson  and  Aldis  pre 

ceded  by  Mrs.  Gage.    Mr.  Aldis  is  a  man  about  fifty,  tall  ano 

commanding  with  heavy  tortoise  shell  glasses.    Dark  blue  suit 

black  shoes.    He  is  inclined  toward  severity  and  is  very  patron 

izing. 

MRS.  GAGE  {After  introduction).  We  are  delighted  to  hav< 
you  with  us.  I  have  heard  so  much  about  you  from  Jack 
We  certainly  feel  honored. 

ALDIS.  You  flatter  me.  {With  earnestness).  I  always  feel 
at  home  with  such  intimate  friends  as  Hobson. 

HOBSON.     Won't  you  be  seated?     {Shows  Aldis  a  chair,  left) 

ALDIS  (With  emphasis).     Certainly. 

HOBSON.  Well,  the  company  is  doing  pretty  well,  isn't  it 
{At  mention  of  business  Mrs.  Gage  retires). 

ALDIS  (Carefully  lighting  cigar).  So,  So.  Of  course  profit 
are  not  what  they  were  before  the  war.  I  guess  all  busines 
is  suffering  a  slump.    But  still  profits  are  satisfactory. 

HOBSON  (Sheepishly).     That's  encouraging. 

ALDIS.  But  why  talk  of  business  outside  of  office  hours  1  Bus 
ness  is  business.  But  pleasure  is  pleasure.  Jack,  yo 
seem  to  have  a  pretty  nice  place  here,  cozy  and  comfortabk 

HOBSON  (Abstractedly).     Do  you  think  so ? 

ALDIS  (Like  a  philosopher).  I'm  not  in  the  habit  of  visitin 
this  way  with  those  associated  with  me  in  business.  I  thin] 
its  a  poor  practice.  But  still  it  tickles  me  to  know  that  the 
arc  happy  and  contented  at  home.  After  all,  Jack,  that: 
all  that  counts.  Money  and  power,  what  are  they  who 
weighed  in  the  balance  against  friendship,  love,  sympathy 
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After  all  it  is  too  bad  that  we  have  to  pursue  wealth.  It's 
but  a  futile  perversion  of  human  nature. 

OBSON  (Who  feels  that  he  is  being  led  off  the  point).  It's  all 
very  well  for  the  wealthy  to  talk  that  way,  Mr.  Ah  lis,  but  to 
a  poor  devil  like  me  money  means  a  great  deal.  (He  draws 
chair  closer  to  Mr.  Aldis).  Speaking  of  money,  since  you 
have  seen  fit  to  introduce  the  subject;  do  you  know  that  I 
find  it  very  difficult  to  maintain  myself  on  my  present 
income  ? 

LDIS  (In  surprise).     Eeally? 

OBSON  (Confidentially).  As  a  man  of  wide  experience  in  the 
world,  Mr.  Aldis,  you  know  that  it  redounds  to  the  reputa- 
tion, I  might  say,  prestige,  of  a  concern  to  have  their  em- 
ployees live  in  accordance  with  the  positions  which  they  oc- 
cupy. 

LDIS  (Partronizingly).  I  believe  that  the  company  always 
endeavors  to  fulfil  its  obligations  along  those  lines. 

OBSOX  {With  persistance).  Take  my  case  for  instance.  I 
have  occupied  the  responsible  position  of  sales-manager  for 
the  past  five  vears. 

LDIS  (Reminiscently) .     Has  it  been  as  long  as  that?     Time 

certainly  flies. 
)BSOX  (Appealingly) .     At  the  present  time  I  am  drawing  a 
yearly  salary  of  three  thousand  dollars. 

LDIS  (Puffing  cigar).     Well? 

)BSON  (Driving  home  It  is  point).     I  have  found  that  this  is 
not  sufficient  to  maintain  myself  in  decent  comfort. 

-  ^DIS.     You  mean  that  you  are  dissatisfied  with  what  you  arc 

at  jjresent  receiving  ? 

-  )BS(  )X.     I  wouldn't  call  it  dissatisfaction.    That  is  hardly  the 

proper  word.  I  feel  that  the  company  would  reimburse  me 
more  adequately  if  it  were  aware  of  my  inability  to  live  com- 
fortably under  present  circumstances.  Why,  my  wife  will 
verifv  what  I  have  said.    She  can  talk  for  herself.    She  will

The  Sioux  Falls  Medical  and 
Surgical  Clinic  is  an  interesting 
example  of  group  practice,  located 
in  a  building  designed  and  erected 
for  this  special  purpose.  Creigh- 
ton  men  on  the  Staff  are :  Dr.  T.  J. 
Billion  '96;  Dr.  Monte  Stern,  '95; 
and  Drs.  R.  G.  and  Geo.  A  Stevens, 
'06. 


With  the  new  men  who  have 
joined  her  staff,  Creighton  has 
brought  the  faculty  of  the  Medical 
School  to  the  highest  position  of 
strength  it  has  yet  attained.  The 
new  assistant  professor  of  Pathol- 
ogy and  Bacteriology,  F.  J.  Die- 
trich A.  B.  M.  D.,  was  graduated 
from  the  College  of  Physicians 
and  Surgeons  of  Columbia  Univer- 
sity in  1910.  He  then  spent  three 
years  as  an  interne  in  the  Lenox 
Hill  Hospital  and  in  the  Health 
Department  of  New  York.  City, 
where  he  was  in  charge  of  the  Re- 
search Labortory  of  the  Contag- 
ious Disease  Hospital.  He  then 
spent  two  years  in  post-graduate 
study  in  Europe,  and  from  1916 
to  1919  did  hospital  and  research 
work  m  the  Orient  as  Pathologist 
Surgeon  in  the  Rockefeller  Foun- 
dation School  of  Medicine  in  Pek- 
in  .     The    following    year    lie    re- 
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turned  to  the  United  States  and 
was'made  an  Instructor  in  Pathol- 
ogy at  Columbia  for  the  1919-1920 
session.  During  this  time  he  was 
also  assistant  pathologist  at  the 
Presbyterian  Hospital  in  New 
York  City.  Late  in  1920  he  went 
again  to  Europe  for  further  post- 
graduate work  and  returned  to 
Columbia  as  an  Instructor  in  Sur- 
gery. From  here  he  came  to 
Creighton.  The  new  professor  of 
Physiology,  J.  F.  McDonald,  B.  S., 
M.  D.,  Ph.  D.,  has  likewise  spent 
much  time  in  study,  both  here  and 
abroad.  He  received  his  first  two 
degrees  from  Syracuse  University 
and  from  there  went  to  Europe  for 
post-graduate  work.  On  his  re- 
turn, he  did  further  post-graduate 
work  at  Columbia,  Chicago,  and 
New  York  Universities.  After 
teaching  two  years  at  Bellevue 
Medical  College,  New  York,  he 
joined  the  Mayo  Clinic  where  he 
spent  three  years.  While  there 
he  did  the  work  for  his  Ph.  D.  For 
six  years  he  was  head  of  the  De- 
partment of  Anatomy  at  Fordham 
University  Medical  College  and 
from  there  came  to  Creighton.  Dr. 
C.  M.  Hyland,  Creighton  16, 
served  on  the  House  Staff  of  St. 
Joseph's  Hospital  during  1917,  and 
shortly  after  the  outbreak  of  war 
was  commissioned  in  the  Army 
Medical  Corps.  He  was  then  sent 
to  Rockefeller  Institute  and  the 
Army  Medical  School  in  Washing- 


ton, D.  C,  wher  he  did  post-gn. 
uate    work    in    Bacteriology   a 
Serology.     He  was  then  made 
Instructor  in  these  subjects  in  t 
Yale    Army    Laboratory    Scho. 
For  the  year  previous  to  joini  • 
the  Creighton  staff  he  was  Path 
ogist  and  chief  of  Laboratory  S< 
vice  in  the  Army  Hospital  No. 
at  Carlisle,  Pa.

Displaying  a  wonderful  series 
f  line  bucks,  off-tackle  plays,  and 
feAv  passes,  Creighton  tore 
hrough  the  St.  Louis  line  for 
wenty-one  points,  and  her  Sixth 
rictory.  The  team,  minus  its  first 
nd  fourth  year  men,  started  with 
ive  substitutes,  but  before  it  end- 
d  "Mac"  had  used  all  the  re- 
naming men  on  the  squad. 

The  line  not  only  displayed  its 
vonderful  defense  work,  but  it 
penecl  big  holes  for  the  backs  to 
ear  through — and  the  backs  tore 
hrough.  Condon,  Tevlin,  Manley 
nd  Kelly,  all  took  turns  making 
arge  gains. 


The  score  does  not  show  the 
superiority  of  the  two  teams,  for 
frequent  fumbles  and  penalties 
pushed  Creighton  back.  A  fumble 
over  the  goal  line  robbed  us  of  a 
touchdown,  as  did  a  ten  yard  pen- 
alty under  the  goal  posts. 

Condon,  with  his  line  smashes, 
was  a  consistent  ground  gainer 
and  the  few  kicks  he  made, 
showed  his  knee  did  not  bother 
in  that  direction.
